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The police in Land Brandenburg consists of: 
a. The Landespolizei 


b. Special police units under the direct control of the German 
Administration of the Interior. 


The Landespolizei, headed by Ministerialdirektor and Police 
General Staimer, is sub-diwided into the following branches:

It is sub-divided into trade police, traffic police, 
and strictly administrative police. It is notable ‘that the 
prosécution of violations of the price laws has been entrusted 
to the administrative police. In order to meet its expenses 
the administrative police has to raise a fixed quota ef fines, 
a corresponding amount being automatically deducted from its 
budgetary allocations. As an example, the city of Potsdam has 
to impose monthly fines amounting toa&t least 90,000 Deutsche 
Mark in order to sustain itself. 


The Criminal Police is headed by Oberpolizeirat Krauthausen. 

His deputy is Polizeirat Schwercke. Until recently it comprised 
the following Kommissariate: K 1, 2, 3, 4, and 5; K1 charged 
with the investigation of capital crimes, K 2 theft, K 3 economic
